At the end of'Mny thero was o run on 
tho Hekkui Bank, in Hekkai gori, but 
it hag eueceeded in meeting all calls, thanks 
to the opportune assistance rendered by 
the Aichi Bank, of Nagoya.

_Baptised To-day. 


What might legitinntely be described as 
‘tho baptism of the new dock which has for 
the: past few years Leun in course of con 
struction by Messrs Pauehard, Lowther 
-nnd Co, for the Adniralty, took place with: 
out any particular ceremony to-day. The 
wator was simply adniitted. : 

Tho inauguration of this important ensi- 
neoring undertaking created considerable 
lieart-burning in the Colony but petitions 
and public mevtings were alike inoffective 
in porsunding the inexorable Admiralty to 
have tho dock built in some other part 
of tho Colony, and remote from the re- 
sidentiat quarter. Ay Mil ‘residents know 
and as most visitors can see the dock, and 
ita contingent workshops impinge on the 
Enropern business quarter of the city, and 
within a few weeks observers will witness 
the tall stack which many declare iv des- 
tined to belch smoke to the annoyance of 
the man in the street, the man in the 
office and the man in iho hone rearing its 
head vkywards. We hepe that prognostica- 
tions of annoyance from this source will 
be unfounded sud that neither smoke 
nay noise will offendsthe susceptibilities of

{HE PAKHOI TROUBLE. 


Chau-fu's Message to Peking 


(From Our Correspo-dent.) 
Canrox, Juno 14. 


‘The foll text of the telegram that Chaa- 
fu sent to Peking has now been published. 
The telegrun deals with tho ontbreak in 
the South-west of tho Province in the 
hinterland behind Pakhei. Tt appears that 
the outbreak was the result of extra taxa- 
tion as before stated. What, I think, has 
not appeared before is new stated clearly, 
The purpose of this extra taxation is the 
necessity of having more uoney in order to 
carry on the new education. The extra- 
tax, according to the Viceroy, was to sup- 
port the colleges in that district. Hence 
when he sent orders to at once withdraw 
the tax, he sent, at the same time, orders 
that, forthe present, nothing would be 
done to support the schools in question. 
Té appears that the leader of the trouble 
is named Lau Sz-yue. The Vieeroy aflirma 
that he won great kudos among the people 
by his opposing this tax. He is still 
apparently alive and uncaught. 

At first, the Viceroy says, he wished to 
send two of the gentry te call the people 
to their senses, but the two old men chosen 
The first said 
that he was ill, and the second that ho was 
toa old, At any rate this was the excuse 
sent on to Peking why something of 
the kind was not attempted. It was the 
wish of the Viceroy to prevent bloodshed, 
and hy hoped that 1f something of the kind 
enuld be done, the people, after ull, would 
disperse and that there would be an end of 
the trouhle, Seeing that this could not be 
done, he was compelled to send on suf- 
ficiont troops to AUDIOS the rising. He, 
according to the telegram, acted with great 
promptness. He not only sent soldiers on 
In considerable numbers, but he also wired 
to Kwangsai, to the Governor there, to be 
on the look out on the border, so that 
none of the riotéra might cross over and so 
stir up trouble in the Province. After 
these arrangements had heen mado, there 
was no ather issue but to go forward and 

tho rioters and to wipe them out. 

This courso was what he advised 
Peking, and he uses the strongest phrasos 
by which to suggest the kind of punishment 
that should be meted out to thoso who had 
ventured to stir up the people and to 
cause such disturbance in the villages 
round nbout. 

Meanwhile the tolegram tells of dif- 
ficulties in the way of tho soldiers, of the 
telegraph being destroyed, and other dif- 
ficulties in the way of quick suppression of 
the trouble. 

the roply which the Viceroy received from 
Peking was brief and very pointed. First 
he was ordered to discontinue the imposts 
for the present, and then he was ordered 
to put al his strongth into tho matter and 
at onco, at all costs, and by the shortest 
means, to wipe out those who had risen in 
revolt, Indeed the wire received in reply 
from Peking was but a sanction in as many 
words of what already the Viceroy had 
been doing.
